FIRES. 


Fun w run Norra 
rnborton oF tus Cusmuican Worxs— 
Loss $7,000.—About seven o’clock yesterday 
morning a fire broke out at the Chicago Chem- 
ieal Works, on the North Branch at the foot of 
Superior street. A portion of the establishment 
was occupied as the Composition Roofing Works 
of the Messrs. Randel, in whose part of the 
premises the fire originated from the boiling 
over of a boiler of tar, which instentaneously 
communicated the flames to the building, 
spreading rapidly. The prompt movement of 
the Fire Companies alone prevented the entire 
destruction of the establishment. 

So sudden was the spreading of the flames to 
the Chemical Works that there was no time to 
allow the engineer to throw open his steam 
valves, and during the fire an explosion took 
place, blowing out the head of the boiler. The 
more valuable machinery and fixtures of the 
Works were saved without much loss. 

A platina still for the concentration of acid, 
of great value, was univjared, but a syphon 
of the same material was broken. in removing it. 
400 carboys of acid, 20 barrels of tar and several 
casks of coal oil were destroyed. 

The Chemical Woks were injured to the 
amount of about $5,000. They are owned by E. 
B. Taleott, the work being under the superin- 
tendence of Dr. Blaney. 

The loss is covered by an insurance of $3,500 
in the Great Western Company of this city. 


This Company are now closing up their busi- 


ness and have been their risks to 
Messrs. Mason 4 Co., who were re-insuring 
them in various companies of which they are 
the agents. The above policy of $3,500 was to 
have been transferred yesterday, one day too 
late for the original insurers.
